Please amend the claims as shown in the attached marked-up copy to read as follows: 
— 11. (Amended) An isolated bacterium belonging to the genus Escherichia, wherein 
L-threonine resistance of said bacterium is modified to increase an activity of a protein which 
makes the bacterium harboring the protein L-threonine-resistant, and wherein the protein 
comprises the amino acid sequence shown in SEQ ID NO: 4. 

12. (Amended) The bacterium according to claim 1 1, wherein said bacterium is 
further modified to increase an activity of a protein which makes the bacterium harboring the 
protein L-homoserine-resistant, and wherein the protein comprises the amino acid sequence 
shown in SEQ ID NO: 2. 
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
